If, however, 
in the lobbies, the members of Presbytery | 
bound themselves in the manner intimated, 
they are all hereby exonerated from the 
implied charge of breach of faith; for no 
man of them suggested to me to bring in 
such resolutions ; nor is any one but myself 
‘accountable for’ any word in them. But 
— that any two, or a dozen members 

had agreed not to introduce such resolutions, 
whether now or forevermore hereafter, does 
their agreement bind me? Can they seal 
my lips? No,sir. P ianism is not 
that sort of thing at all. Presbyterian 
ministers claim the right to preach every- 
thing that is in the Bible; and in their ec- | 
clesiastical bodies, it is their custom to dis- 
cuss and to resolve concerning matters, as | 


to whether we judge them right or expedi- 
ent. 


We have no superintendents or leaders. 
Mr. X. has equal privileges with Mr. A., 
and if either of them feels moved to express 
his mind, he is at liberty to do it, whether 
in a speech, by a motion, or resolution ; and 
any but a re nata meeting is open for 
all such business until the close of its ses- 
sions. 

Dr. Scott complains that he was not noti- 
fied that such a paper would be introduced. 
I may remind him that he has been accus- 
tomed to present papers, on a great variety 
of subjects, but has never come to consult 
with me, or to give me notice of them. 
Then, why should I go to him? 

He says that it impressed him “as a 
concerted scheme to surprise him,” to put 
him in a “ false position,” and “in a 
odious light before the community.” I have 
already cleared other members of the Pres- 
bytery from any concern in such a scheme ; 
and for myself, let me say that I had no 
such My desire was this: that 

the Presbytery should give a clear and 
poaitive deliverance, giving its views as to 
the privileges and duties of ministers ; and 
this both for the sake of its own self-respect, 
and to put itself in a true position before 
the public, 

It is well known that‘one member of our 
body teaches and publishes that ministers 
and ecclesiastical bodies ‘may not touch 
certain subjects, which other members think 
they_may handle. He is accustomed in 
Presbytery and Synod to present his pecu- 
liar views and ask that they be recorded ; 
and his brethren do notdenyhim. But the 
preaching and publishing of those doctrines 
your humble servant believes to be very 
mischievous. 

On Thursday, he had introduced a Pro- 
test, implying that the General Assembly 
had done what it had no right to do. That 
Protest goes on file, and there was no an- 
swer to lie beside it. Under such circum- 
stances, was it not proper for the body, or 
for members of the body, to set themselves 
right before the public, and also to put on 
record what we wish posterity to know as to 
the views entertained on these subjects by 
the present generation of ministers ? 

Furthermore, the mover of the rcsolutions 
referred to, believes that whatever possible 
thing any person, whatever his business or 
profession, can now do to save his country, 
which does not require him to break either 
of the commands of the decalogue, he is re- 
ligiously bound to do. By keeping still, he 
may save a few friends; but, in the mean- 
time, those who are laboring and scheme 
to destroy our country, may have 
all they want. If ever there was a time 
vie the people need lessons on loyalty, it

State Fair. 

Epiror arriving at 
Sacramento I found the hotels crowded with 
strangers; but, thanks to the kindness of 
some of the good people of that grove- 
adorned, flower-clad city, I secured com- 
fortable quarters, from which, at a late hour, 
I emerged,.and entered upon the examina- 
tion of the numerous objects of interest that 
claimed my attention. Agreeable compan- 
ions and a premium team contributed in no 
small measure to the enjoyment of the in- 


teresting and busy scenes with which I found 


myself surrounded. 

The exhibition of stock far surpasses any 
thing of the kind that I have ever seen in 
this State. It would be highly creditable 
to any section of the Union, and it affords 
the most ample evidence that in a few years 
California will, in stock raising, surpass any 
other portion of. our country, as it now does 
in the production of fruits, vegetables and 
cereals. To particularize in regard to the 
stock and exhibition would far exceed the 
limits of a single letter. One noticeable 
feature in this part of the exhibition, was 
that néarly all the fine animals were re- 


markable for their symmetrical grace and |

Dr. Wm. Fields, of the State of Dela- | 


ware, exhibits samples of excellent leather, 
which was tanned in eight days, by a pro- 
cess which he is about introducing in this 
State. It is claimed for this process that 
leather can be manufactured by it one-half 
cheaper than by the common mode. No 
alum or bark are used; no heat is applied. 
Seven tons of the material used in this pro- 
cess will tan as much leather as 100 tons of 
bark, and it is easily procured. If one-half 
of what is claimed for this mode of manu- 
facturing leather be true, it is of very great 
importance to our, coast, where hides are 
almost worthless, om account of the scarcity 
of bark, while leather’ commands a high 
price. Besides, with California rates of 
interest, the time saved by this mode of 
tanning is no inconsiderable item. 

This brief glance at a few of the numer- 
ous articles of interest which make up the 
8th annual agricultural exhibition of the 
State Agricultural Society, hes much ex-
